in height. elated to Citrus - bears oramental berries or fruit. 
Good for hot-dry areas. 

agonis Flexuosa Called the peppermint tree 20 to 30 Ft. with 
willow-like foliage with white flowers. 

anigozanthos Flavide. An Australian Cword Lily with red or mostly 
red wooley flowers ~ 1i" lonc. 

A. Manglesil. Flowers are about 3" long, red wooley at base and 
green beyond, the anthers not appendaged. 

Alphitonia Excelsa. A find round headed tree for Mild areas. 
Flowers are cream colored - grows 30 to 40 Ft. in height. 

Boronia Megastigma. A very sweet scented flowering shrub. sequires 
sholtercd, semi-shady position with plenty of moisture but well 
drained soil. 4 sandy loam is best, will not stand very cold or 
very hot winds. Unusual foliage. 4 challange to srow but worth 
while in mild areas. 


(Cultural Notes.) 


Eefore planting secds of most Accacias and many ~ucalyptus, they 
Should be soaked in watcr at 140 to 150 dugrecs above zero. (F). 
This will soften the hard outer layer and quick gcrmination will 
result. If your secds hav; been plantcd without this hot water 
treatment and hav: not germinated within a rcasonable time, hot 
water not over 170 degrcses may be pourcd over the soil where they 
are planted. 


sccds of Clianthus Cpeciosa require the same treatment, othcrwise 
they will not germinate, Many other hot climate shrubs, trees and 
plants require this heat trcatment of the secds to insure sgermina- 
tions.Be careful not to have the water too hot or you will cook 
the secds and kill thems 


C.LLICT ONC. sustralian Bottle-Shrubs. Very showy and dcecorative 
producing flower clusters that have the appcarance of colorcd bottle 
brushes. Heicshts shown are natural growth. May be pruncd after 
flowcring to kocp them lower and shapely. Hardy to 20 dures 
above zcro. (F) These will take hot weather with a minumum of 
watcr. 
C. Lilacinus varicty Carmina. This secd is from one of the late 
Mr. udwin .shbys hybrids. A lovely shrub with carmine flowcr spikcs 
dusted with gold.- to 5 Ft. Plants from this seed will probably 
vary in height and color. 
C.Lanceolatus.. This is a showy littl? tree, especially for warm 
dryer areas, Flowers arc a brilliant crimson. to 8 Ft. in height. 
OF aera. A narrow leavcd species with red flowers. - very hardy,

C.Linearifolius.. & Calistemon sigidus. Robust spccies with large 
red brushes, Grows to 10 Ft.

These Australian Shrubs hive not bocn given the space 
they deserve in public and_privete gardens. All are hardy and 
decorative shrubs with yellow flowers. Prune «fter flowcring period. 
Will stand heat and dry conditions. Soak secd in hot wator. 

Compact ond fflorifcrous shrub, need a well drained 
position. Do not disturb the soil at the roots. Cut well back after 
flowcring - 5 to & Ft. in height.

A 
small tree to 6 Ft. covered with scarlet and yellow flowers, will 
not stand heavy frosts. Native to India. Hardy in some Southern 
states, very showy and conspicous. Large seed, ~ fast growing. 
Stcenocarpus Sinnatus. A fine tree tio 30 Ft. Needs plenty of summer 
moisture. kears large bright red flowers rayed like the spokes of 
a wheel. Called the Fire-Wheel tree. From semi-tropical Australia 
and needs mild climate. 

Spathada Campanulata. The African tul?p tree 20-30 rt. A beautiful 
flowering tree of the trepical area. Curved buds are brilliant 
green, followed by large trumpots of orange scarlct, 5 in across, 
the irregular fringed mouth are margineé with ycllow. Large pinnate 
leaves. Flowers on top of tree. Tender 

Thuya Orientalis. Orientel Cypress - from China and Korca. Known as 
the broad leafed Cypress. Makos a beautiful small tree to 20-25 
Ft. Evergreen and very hardy. 


Euc. Lcehmanni. 15 to 25 Ft. A small bushy rapid-growing tree with 
a broad spread, very useful for low windbrake or shade purposes. 
Blooms are in large showy bunches foliowcd by pointed sced-pods 
which are fused into a very attractive yellowish mass.

Easily raised 
from seeds. (Note are poisonous to pigs.) 
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STINOCAuPUS SINNATUS. A fine tree to 30 fT. Needs plenty of 

summer moisture. Bears large bright red flowers rayed like the 
spokes of a wheel. Called the FINL-WHEEL trec. from Semi-tropical 
Australia. Needs mild climate. 

SPAKTOTHAMNUS JUNCEUS. A small Australian shrub with masses of 
orange-red berries in autumn. to 2 Ft. tn height. 

GKEVILLAE B.NKSII. Sum. G. Fosterii. The white spider flower. 8 to 
10 Ft. shrubs. not frost hardy, needs moisture during summer. Large 
spider-like flowers in White or red shades. Varies from seed, 
PHYSALIS PusUVIANA. Easily grown in ware climate- treatment like 
tomatoes- fast growing annual which bears berries or fruits 3 to 3/4 
inches.in dia, all pulp- makes the worlds best flavored jam or tarts, 
STAGHORN 2ND ULKHO:N FouNS.
